Rising costs and expansion 
of the system are held respon- 
sible for the first increase in 
water rates in 30 years in Ge- 
neva. 

Effective May 1 a new sche- 
dule of rates will be charged 
to customers, according to an 
announcement by the Geneva 
Water Board. The new mini- 
mum will be $2 for the first 
2,500 gallons, increasing the 
previous minimum of $1.50 for 
the first 3,000 gallons. The re- 
mainder of the new scale is: 
next 7,500 gallons, 60 cents per 
thousand gallons; next 15,000 
gallons, 50 cents per thousand; 
next 25,000 gallons, 40 cents 
per thousand; next 55,000 gal- 


lons, 35 cents per thousand: 
over 100,000 gallons, 25 cents 
per thousand,

AUBURN Home - grown 
vegetables may do more than 
anything else to rescue the 
family budget from its dold- 
rums 

Thus, API Extension Horti- 
culturist John Bagby this week 
prescribed more home - grown 
vegetable gardens to help the 
farmer in these days of limit- 
ed acreage and low farm prices 
And he flatly denied reports 
that vegetables can be bought 
cheaper across the counter 
than they can be grown at 
home. 

Bagby cited studies by Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic Institute 
Specialists to back up his com- 
ments. These studies showed 
that enough vegetables for a 
family of five can be grown 
in a garden 100 by 200 feet 
ipproximately one - half acre 


Household Hints 

Closets, attics and cellars are 
where the majority of home 
fires start.

When a fariner seils his pro- 
ducts, he receives only 38 cents 
out of the consumer's dollar 
paid at the retail level. How- 
ever, he gets a full 100 per 
cent value out of all vegetables 
he grows for his family’s use.
